MACARTHUR AND OUR 
FOREIGN POLICY 


Possibly the most dramatic and heart 
stirring speech made to a joint session 
of the Congress in our time was made 
by Douglas MacArthur, General of the 
Army, in the House chamber last Wed- 
nesday. The 71-year-old General in a 
forceful as well. as emotional 45-min- 
ute address had the more than 500 
members of both branches of the Con- 
gress alternately on the edge of their 
seats and arising to thei feet in bursts 
of applause. 

But the speech was more than a 
dramatic provocation of emotions. It 
was a challenge to the Administration 
on our foreign policy—or lack of for- 
eign policy. It was learned and intel- 
ligent discussion not only qf our foreign 
policy but of our military position. 
It was a charge of appeasement. It 
was an indictment of President Tru- 
man and Secretary Acheson. It was a 
vindication of his oww stewardship and 
an answer to his enemies. 
SIGNIFICANCE 

Stripped of all of the glamour, emo- 
tions, politics and partisanship, the 
great General laid it on the line. And 
in the final analysis he said in effect 
that a victory could never be obtained 
by a policy of appeasement and a 
policy of do nothing. He said that we 
must support Chaing Kai-shek; we 
must defend Formosa at all costs; we 
must have a naval blockade of China 
and we must exercise the right to 
bombard enemy concentrations above 
Korea. 

Whether the Generel is right or whe- 
ther the President and his Secretary 
are right only time will tell. But we
